Maple ‘‘wilt” is the name of a fungus 
disease that attacks sugar and Norway 
Maples throughout eastern and _ central 
United States. It is not known how the 
fungus (which is a plant) makes its en- 
trance into the tree victim, but when it 
once starts, it grows rapidly and sends its 
own plant tissue thru the water conducting 
tubes of the sap stream. The fungus fills 
and therefore clogs many of the tubes, 
thus shutting off the water supply to the 
foliage. This lack of water causes portions 
of the top to wilt and die, sometimes the 
whole tree top may die within the space 
of a few weeks. In rapidity of action there 
seems to be two forms of the disease, a 
slow, lingering type and a virulent swift 
acting type. 


No treatment is possible to combat the 
virulent type. If the slow acting type is 
called to our attention when first noticed, 
treatment by watering and fertilizing is 
often feasible. Results are quite unpredict- 
able, many treated trees apparently re- 
covering, some continuing to die, and other 
untreated trees sometimes survive and 
recover. 


Last year a total of 59 valuable sugar 
and Norway Maples were found infected 
with this disease. Of these 34 were killed, 
15 were treated by watering, pruning, fer- 
tilizing and soil cultivation. The affected 
trees that survived the winter were sprayed 
in May to prevent seed development, the

food elements necessary to seed growth 
being thereby diverted into maintaining 
the general health of the trees. 


So far this summer 22 new cases have 
been discovered, 12 of which were nearly 
dead and have been removed. Some of the 
remaining trees have been treated—and all, 
of course, are kept under observation.

Report of the Forestry Committee 
October 10, 1951. 


Plans are nearly completed for a modest 
street tree planting program to be started 
about October 17th. The program will be 
in three main phases. 


First, approximately 100 trees of seven 
varieties will be planted to replace some 50 
old trees destroyed in the July 27th storm, 
and to replace small young trees of last 
years planting that have died or were 
killed by cars, children, and other agencies. 


Seeond phase (a) will include the plant- 
ing of 118 sugar maple trees in a new 
residence subdivision known as Country 
Club Manor lying just east of and adjacent 
to the Lansing Country Club Golf Course. 
The owners of the subdivision have paid 
for the trees which were selected in the 
Greening Nursery at Monroe, Michigan. 
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Planting costs amounting to several hun- 
dred dollars will also be paid by the sub- 
division owners. 


In the second phase (b) we will plant 
101 trees on the Colonial Village Subdivi- 
sion for Walter Neller Company under con- 
oe identical to those of the first men- 
tioned. 


In the third phase of the program it is 
proposed to plant approximately 100 sugar 
maple, norway maple, columnar and hack- 
berry trees on streets heretofore not in- 
cluded in the city-wide, no-charge planting 
program. Sidewalks and curbs having re- 
cently been installed on these streets, they 
now qualify for the planting by the city 
in accordance with the policy which has 
been in effect since 1930.
